AT THE convention of the National Association of 
Master Sheet Metal Workers at Louisville, Ky., on 
August 13, Charles S. Prizer, President 

A Scathing of the Federal Furnace League, admin- 

Rebuke. istered a stinging retort to the recom- 
mendation contained in the report of the 
association’s committee on Warm-Air Furnaces, that 
as the League did not co-operate with the Master 
Sheet Metal Workers toward promoting the cause of 
the warm-air furnace, the committee be discontinued. 
In a speech that bristled with trenchant language and 
poignant statements in refutation of the charge made 
in the committee’s report, President Prizer offered 
an abundance of evidence to show that the Federal 
Furnace League had co-operated with the master 
sheet metal workers in the movement to uplift the 
warm-air furnace business, and furthermore, that prac- 
tically all the co-operation that had been exhibited had 
emanated ‘from the Federal Furnace League itself. 
The truth of these assertions can best be determined by 
a perusal of Mr. Prizer’s speech which appears else- 
where in this issue. 

It is very unfortunate for the cause of the warm-air 
furnace that the National Association of Master Sheet 
Metal Workers has as its chief executive officer a man 
who by repeated demonstrations of his supreme regard 
for his own interests has proven himself neglectful 
and unmindful of those of the association of which he 
is the head. -Time and time again has this antago- 
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nistic policy of his asserted itself. Time and time 
again has he been charged with being solicitous only 
for his own welfare. When, however, the charge is 
made by unmistakable implication and in his presence 
and in the presence of his association,’as was done, 
though skilfully and. courteously veiled, by President 
Prizer at the Louisville convention, it should help him 
to see himself as others see him and to give heed to 
advice which he has long disregarded. 

After such an.arraignment as that given to him by 
the President of the Federal Furnace League, and 
through fear of other similar castigations if he does 
not change*his policy, it may safely be predicted that 
the President. of the Master Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Association. will be compelled to co-operate with the 
furnace manufacturers, even if it is distasteful to his 
selfish nature: In the interests of both associations it 
is earnestly to be hoped that he will. 

President Prizer is to be commended for the fair- 


*ness and courage of his speech and for telling the 


truth concerning the attitude of Edwin L. Seabrook 
toward the laudable policy of the Federal Furnace 
League and of his dog-in-the-manger tactics. “Co- 
operation” is one of the pet themes of the President of 
the National Association of Master Sheet Metal 
Workers. Why, therefore, doesn’t he practice what 
he preaches? Echo answers, “Why?” 

This is not the first time by any means that Edwin 
L. Seabrook has been severely censured for his an- 
tagonistic policy, which can have no other effect than 
to bring disastrous results upon the National Associa- 
tion of Master Sheet Metal Workers. There is abso- 
lutely no doubt that the association would make much 
more rapid strides than it is now making were there 
a man at its head who could command the confidence 
of the trade. Many sheet metal workers 
are not unaware of President Seabrook’s destructive 
policy and so are reluctant to join the association. 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, in its issue of February 20, 
1908, took occasion to publish information concerning 
his actions, which would justify the conclusion that 
this man is not master of his own soul. It very much 
regrets that there is no evidence that the force of evo- 
lution has wrought any metamorphic change in his 
servile character since that date.

In a general 
reports received from about 4,000 bankers, business 
men and crop experts on the bank’s list of correspond- 
ents, the yields of the great cereals this year upon 
which the nation’s welfare is based, are placed at a 
record about equal to the 4,627,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, corn and oats raised in 1906. 

Built upon the prospects of these immense yields, 
and other products in proportion, and the billions of 
dollars of wealth that will be created in the marketing 
of these crops, the report tells of rapidly gaining in- 
dustrial and commercial activity throughout the land. 
Money is abundant everywhere, the report indicates, 


summary, 
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and at the low rates prevailing it is expected to facil- 
itate a free and large movement of everything. 

“Tt is no longer necessary to speak in faint and cau- 

tious terms of scattered signs of industrial revival,” 

says the report. “The evidence of improving condi- 
tions is too obvious and conclusive to be gainsaid. 

“The movement has developed so rapidly during 
the last three months and now includes so many lines 
and has gained such momentum that, with fundamen- 
tal conditions all favorable, a relapse is no longer to 
be feared. The industries of modern society are so 
interdependent that starting the machinery from a 
state of inaction is like starting an eight-horse team ; 
it is difficult at first to get them pulling together, but 
when they have gained momentum even the lagging 
members are swept into line and are soon keeping step 
and pulling their share of the load. 

“All of the signs that denote rising prosperity and 
all the conditions precedent are at hand. The wreck- 
age of the panic has been cleared away ; the apprehen- 
sions which it aroused have disappeared, and our 
people are facing the future with an optimism and 
courage born of knowledge of the wonderful re- 
sources of this country. Shelves are bare of surplus 
goods and the country has grown up to its facilities 
and equipment. At this opportune time to inaugurate 
a new era of prosperity comes the best all-around crop 
ever produced in this country. 

“The value of such a crop at this juncture is ines- 
timable, for all lines of business will feel its stimulat- 
ing influence and all classes will share in its benefits. 
The farming class has enjoyed a remarkable period 
of prosperity, covering the last eleven years, and its 

. buying power has been the great steadying factor in 
the industrial situation since the late depression began. 

“In our review last year we called the farmers and 
the railroads the strongest and the weakest links in 
the industrial chain. So they are now, but the situa- 
tion of the railroads and their relation to the general 
situation are rapidly changing. Their troubles two 
years ago were various and threatening. The costs 
of operation had been rapidly increasing and hostile 
legislation was both reducing revenues and impairing 
their credit. They did not object so strenuously to 
national legislation, but the general movement by the 
states to fix rates and conditions was alarming. Early 
in 1907 the collapse of the market for railway secur- 
ities foreshadowed an early suspension of extensions 
and improvements, while the panic and decline of 
revenue stopped them peremptorily. 

“The building industry is usually among the first 
to recover after a period of general depression, due 
to declines in the price of building material and to 
better labor conditions. Building operations, through- 
out the country, are now on an unprecedented scale, 
the permits issued in cities. where records are kept 
showing for the first six months of this year values 
50 per cent over the first six months of 1908 and 
slightly in excess of the phenomenal year 1907. 

“The importance of this situation in the great build- 
ing industry is far reaching, for not only does it mean 
that the building trades are fully employed at the 
1907 scale of wages, or better, and that the allied 
industries producing buildirig material are recovering 
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from the disaster that, struck them in 1907, but it | 
significant of the spirit of confidence which pervad 
the country. . 

“A striking demonstration is afforded of the remar\ 
able rapidity of our industrial development in the fac: 
that, despite the enormous enlargement in steel makin, 
capacity in the last ten years, all the large producer 
are now planning important extensions, the announce 
ments to this effect within recent months aggregatin, 
approximately. $100,000,000. 

“The production of copper is the greatest on record 
and that of lead rapidly approaching normal. Th 
manufacturers of heavy machinery, power plants and 
electrical equipment, all of whom suffered a practical 
suspension of business in 1908, are up to about 75 per 
cent of their capacity, and look for full activity next 
year. The textile manufacturers are generally run- 
ning to their capacity, which is being considerabl, 
enlarged by new mills and additions. The manufac 
turers of agricultural implements never had a better 
business. The automobile industry is still making 
phenomenal gains, the piano trade is not complaining, 
the silverware business is good, and, generally speak- 
ing, the demand for luxuries warrants the conclusion 
that reasonably good times are here. 

“Most manufacturers report a reduction of costs 
as a result of the depression ranging up to 25 per cent. 
Wage reductions were few, but the chief gain has been 
in the higher efficiency of labor. One firm divides its 
economies into 7 per cent in the rate of wages, 15 per 
cent in increased efficiency and 3 per cent in supplies.” 

Touching on the local situation, the report credits 
Chicago with the best of progress. Its bank deposits 
and clearings have surpassed all records, its trade has 
grown, and its industries extended and multiplied at 
a rate which, in view of general industrial conditions 
elsewhere, must be regarded as extraordinary. A 
detailed estimate is made, indicating that $200,000,000 
was invested in new industries and the enlargement 
of old ones in the Chicago factory district last year. 

“Since the stringency occasioned by the panic passed 
away,” the report continues, “money has been a drug 
in the market, the lowest rates on commercial paper 
being reached in the first half of 1909. It has been 
an unprofitable period for bankers in the central cities, 
where large balances accumulate upon which interest 
is paid; for while the expenses of conducting business 
have not declined, the income of banks has been seri- 
ously reduced. It is difficult to account satisfactorily 
on the surface of things for the low rates which have 
prevailed, in view of the fact that the volume of loans 
has been steadily rising to new high records. 

“The increasing volume of loans and the percentage 
of reserve to deposits do not indicate a large volume 
of unemployed capital, and in fact there has been no 
surplus of idle money to fairly warrant the prevailing 
rates. There has, however, been a diminished supply 
of the high-class commercial paper which banks value 
as a secondary reserve, and therein lies the explanation 
of the demoralized money market.” 

The report dwells at considerable length upon the 
subject of money supplies, which are shown to be 
much larger this year at this season than ever before. 
The recent panic in retrospect also is a subject of lib- 
eral discussion.

The American traveling man recently held his na- 
tional convention in Chicago. There is not only one 
of him. There are many thousands. They are spoken 
of in the singular because it is convenient thus to 
personify a social group. whose members, despite their 
individual differences, are remarkably and pleasingly 
similar in essential character and in high quality of 
public service. A social and economic philosopher 
has remarked that the nearest approximation in human 
nature to the omnipresence of divinity is the American 
traveling salesman. In this comparison no irreverence 
was intended, and none should be felt. It is simply 
an effort to illustrate the truth that there is no Amer- 
ican community so obscure or out of the way as not 
to feel the influence of this ambassador of commerce, 
this stirrer of stagnation, this prophet of prosperity, this 
discourager of dullness. He has not yet quite pervaded 
all climes as he so buoyantly pervades the American 
dominions, for we have not yet really begun to go 
after foreign trade as we cultivate domestic diffusion 
of commodities.. When we do so begin—when we 
seriously give our minds to the task—there will be 
such an intellectual awakening—such a riving of the 
mental crusts of centuries—as the world without the 
shadow of the Stars and Stripes has never yet known. 
Yet even as it is the American traveling man often 
outruns the missionary and commonly anticipates the 
scientific ‘explorer. He is found—though not yet as 
numerously as he should be for the human welfare 
—from the Arctics to the Equator and back again— 
in Darkest Africa, in Remotést Asia and in all the 
Isles of the Sea. These, however, are specialized 
pioneers, too few as yet to become a recognized in- 
stitution of high and welcome efficiency, as the trav- 
eling man is in this blessed land of ours. 

* * * 

We owe chiefly to the traveling man that while in- 
nately the most conservative of peoples we are also 
the most progressive. The traveling salesman is a 
bearer who passes his torch from hand to hand, from 
ocean to ocean and from the tropic to the pole. He 
speaks with the living voice, man to man and face to 
face. He is said to be not without faults. He is 
said at times to look upon the cocktail when it is com- 
pounded, and to observe with interest the “chips” that 
pass in the night. But he also spreads the gospel 
message of faith in God through faith in the average 
(decency of His human creations. For the confirmed, 
and incorrigible pessimist is not found in these ranks. 
Their attitude is never that this is probably a world 
of devils, in which we might as well all be devils 
together. If such men ever go selling goods on the 
road they die young or quickly become stock for the 
commercial canning factory. Not the least among 
our blessings as a nation’is that our traveling men 
are sO numerous and are such a recognized and wel- 
come institution in those small towns which, despite 
its great cities, the United States mainly is. For as 
they go and come they scatter not only new devices 
and commodities, but new stories, new ideas, new 
ways of looking at things, and, best of all, knowledge

of how others look at things. They are always stir- 
ring the stagnant waters of thought, breaking the 
mental crusts, and opening new windows of vision. 
May their powers, their shadows and their sales never 
grow less!

If you want to read an official fairy tale in figures 
vf the nation’s commercial progress get a copy of 
the latest bunch of postoffice statistics, issued by A. L. 
Lawshe, the Third Assistant Postmaster General. 
How he got all the figures on one page is still a 
mystery, but hé certainly succeeded in piling up 
enough millions’ and billions to make any one’s head 
swim. Counting postage stamps must be a lot like 
counting the grains of sand at the sea. At any rate, 
these careful counters of Uncle Sam’s Postoffice De- 
partment have found out that last year the depart- 
ment issued 7,651,400,405 of the little sticky things. 
An overheated figurer, who doesn’t work for the 
Postoffice Department; figured out that if these lit- 
tle squares of paper were placed end to end they 
would run a couple of thousand feet over 120,760 
miles. A footnote to the statistics shows that Uncle 
Sam didn’t begin printing postage stamps until July 
1, 1847. The first year he succeeded in putting 8o00,- 
380 on the market. Last year he issued 9,500 times 
that many—a fairly decent increase in the postoffice 
business in fifty-two years. The biggest figure on 
the page is the one that designates the number of 
pieces of mail matter that were mailed in the United 
States last year. These totaled 18,178,340,329. <A 
large proportion of these consisted of newspapers, 
for which no stamps are used. But in addition to 
the stamps which were solid a tiny trifle of 1,266,002,- 
559 stamped envelopes and wrappers was sold by 
the department. These Uncle Sam began to sell in 
1852, when he placed around 5,000,000 on the market. 
The figures for the mail handled were begun in 1886, 
when Uncle Sam carried 3,474,000,000 pieces of mail. 
The figures have quadrupled in a little more than 20 
years. In 1879, when Uncle Sam's postoffice started 
business with Benjamin Franklin as Postmaster Gen- 
eral, there were seventy-five postoffices, and in the first 
year of their operation they did $37,935 worth of 
business, at an expense of $32,140. Since then the 
balance has moved to the other ‘side of the ledger, 
and for the last year the revenues of the department 
were the pretty little sum of $191,478,663, while the 
expenditures were $203,351,886. The number of post- 
offices jumped from seventy-five to 61,158; the ex- 
tent of the post routes from 1,875 miles to 450,738; 
the miles of mail service performed from a little over 
800,000 to 538,438,722, and the compensation of the 
postmasters from $8,198 to $25,599,397. The most 
astounding growth was marked by the ‘rural free 
delivery service. It was begun in 1897, with eightv- 
three routes, covering 1,843 miles, at an expense of 
$14,840. Last year it had grown to 38,143 routes, 
with 891,432 miles, and costing $34,500,000.

STANDARD HIGH-POWER RIFLES— AUTO- 
MATIC AND HAND-OPERATED. 


The following is a reprint of an article published by 
the Morning News, Wilmington, Del., and shows what 
others think of Standard Fire Arms of the Standard 
Arms Co., Wilmington. 

This company is to be congratulated upon having 
secured the services of F. E. Muzzy as its vice-presi- 
dent and as a member of its board of directors. Mr.

facture of a military rifle is anticipated. When the automatic, 
death-dealing machine is placed upon the market, it will 
prove one of the greatest arguments for the world’s peace 
that has yet been advanced. It would mean the placing of a 
rapid-fire gun in the fullest sense of the word in the hand 
of every soldier, capable of discharging six shots in a second. 

It has been known for several months that the Standard 
Arms Company, including some of Wilmington’s best business 
men, has been equipping a plant in the southern part of the 
city for the manufacture of automatic rifles under the Smith- 
Condit patents. The company has had nothing to sell, and 
has not desired publicity, hence but few know what has been 
accomplished and what is proposed. 

A representative of the Morning News inspected the 
entire plant, to examine the mechanism of the rifles and test 
them in firing action. He found a large new brick building, 
with saw-tooth roof, giving excellent light over the entire 
area, fifteen acres, for expansion, and railway siding. He saw 
an ideal power plant in which electricity is generated’ for 
power and light and exhaust steam is utilized for heat; a 
fire pump and automatic sprinklers; numerous twenty horse- 
power electric motors conveniently distributed throughout 
the plant for sectional power, and elevated overhead for 
safety, a blacksmith shop, and furnaces for case-hardening, 
annealing, tempering, etc.; a machine shop, fully equipped for 
making special tools, jigs and fixtures, and for keeping them 
in good operating condition; long rows of the best up-to-date 
machinery, each equipped with its special appliances for per- 
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forming a distinct operation in the manufacture of rifles; an 
outside house for blueing the steel parts; a tool room and a 
store room; bins for drying walnut for gun stocks; a stock- 
ing department for turning the stocks; and rooms for polish- 
ing and varnishing; an assembling department, where all the 
component parts meet and are assembled into the completed 
rifle: then the Proof House adjoining with its steel tube, 300 
feet long and 6 feet in diameter, and terminating in a bomb- 
proof, in which velocity and accuracy are tested and recorded, 
and from which the rifle goes to the shipping room; an ex- 
perimental and developing department, equipped with ma- 
chinery for that class of work; a large suite of offices, well 
furnished for business purposes, 

In short, the reporter saw the machinery, tools, etc., con- 
stituting one of the most complete and best equipped small 
arms plants in the world, that transforms the bar steel and 
block walnut through several hundred revolutions into. the 
neat and symmetrical rifle, and he saw initial rifles that had 
taken the run of the works that prove the accuracy of the 
machinery and tools, and show no wéakness though tested 
by long continuous rapid fire until the bright steel barrel is 
burned a dark permanent blue by the intense heat of the 
explosions, 

If the writer should attempt to describe this wonderful 
automatic rifle, its marvelous simplicity of mechanism, the 
facility with which it may be-loaded and unloaded, the speed 
with which it can be taken down and put together again, its 
freedom from recoil, its absolute reliability of action, the 
instantaneous increase or decrease of the operating power 
at the will of the sportsman or soldier, its great rapidity of 
fire—what it must mean with the trade, what it will mean 
as a peace persuader in military countries all over the world 
as compared with the best military rifles now in use—the 
reader would think it incredible. The rifle must be seen to 
be fully appreciated. The writer saw six shots fired and the 
six empty shells in the air at the same time. In the very short 
space of eight seconds he saw the parts of the rifle picked up 
from a table and put together; the rifle loaded, locked and 
cocked, five shots fired, and the rifle taken down again and 
the parts laid on the table. Considering the work accom- 
plished, the speed of the rifle is astonishing. 

As the company has the whole world for a market, it is 
prophesied the sale of these rifles will be enormous.’ A large 
number have been started through the works and it is -under- 
stood the present equipment will be enlarged to meet all 
demands. 

It is seldom that Wilmington has had the opportunity 
to secure such a promising industry. Much credit is due the 
late William K. DuPont and S. D. Townsend for their untir- 
ing efforts in that direction,

Heating and Ventilating 


REMARKS OF CHARLES S. PRIZER, PRESI- 
DENT OF THE FEDERAL FURNACE LEAGUE, 
AT THE FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MASTER 
SHEET METAL WORKERS, LOUIS- 
VILLE, KY., AUG. 13, 1909. 





At the recent convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Master Sheet Metal Workers, a report was 
read by the committee on Warm-Air Furnaces at the 
session of Friday, August 13. Before this report was 
read, as well as afterwards, President Seabrook de- 
manded that representatives of the press present do 
not copy the report or make any mention of its con- 
tents. Inasmuch as one of the closing paragraphs of 
this report inferred that as the President of the Fed- 
eral Furnace League was present he might care to 
explain some of the strictures contained in the report, 
it appeared strange to many that President Seabrook 
did not give the President of the Federal Furnace 
League an opportunity to respond. — 

Several members present called the attention of the 
president and acting chairman to this oversight, but 
each time it was ruled out of order, until just before 
the convention adjourned after the officers had been 
elected and the place of next meeting had been se- 
lected, and many of the mtembers in attendance 
had left the convention hall, President Seabrook yield- 
ed to the request of several members and permitted 
Mr. Charles S. Prizer of Philadelphia, President of 
the Federal. Furnace League, to-respond to the attack 
made upon the Federal Furnace League in the report 
of the committee on Warm-Air Furnaces. 

Neither President Seabrook nor the chairman of the 
committee on Warm-Air Furnates, who read the re- 
port, saw fit to respond to or question any of. Mr. 
Prizer’s statements, which surprised a great number of 
those who were present. 

No other feature of the entire meeting called forth 
such enthusiastic and spontaneous applause as that ac- 
corded to Mr. Prizer’s speech, showing that the mem- 
bers present were with him in his effort to maintain 
co-operation between the two organizations. 

On account of some of the members having left the 
convention hall before Mr. Prizer responded and in 
view of the fact that many may read a printed copy 
of the committee’s report, who did not hear Mr. Pri- 
zer, we herewith publish his remarks as President of 
the Federal Furnace League in full. 

Should President Seabrook or Chairman Brown of 
the committee on Warm-Air Furnaces see fit to reply 
to or contradict any of the statements made by Mr. 
Prizer, we herewith offer the free use of our columns 
to either. 





I appear before you as the official. representative of 
the Federal Furnace League, and considering the vital 
importance of the subject to the majority of the 
members of your organization, I cannot refrain from 
expressing surprise at the scant attention given in 
this meeting to the great movement for promoting the 
use of the warm-air method of heating. Elsewhere 
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this movement is being vigorously supported and it 
seems that the interests of the members of your asso- 
ciation are such that this topic should be considered 
one of the most important that could possibly engage 
your attention. 

The report of your committee on Warm-Air Fur- 
naces, which was perfunctorily adopted without one 
word of explanation or discussion or comment, and 
which apparently did not arouse the slightest interest 
among the delegates or officers, registers a complaint 
that the Federal Furnace League has failed to co- 
operate with your association, and requests that the 
committee be discontinued. A little later I will briefly 
reply to the charge that the Federal Furnace League 
has failed»to cooperate with you, but now I desire 
to say with all the emphasis I can command that the 
closest and most ‘effective co-operation ought to exist 
between the two organizations, and it is a great pity 
and a great mistake if any forces are at work to pre- 
vent such co-operation. 

Of course, furnace manufacturers desire to increase 
and advance the warm-air furnace business, and this 
is true of all the members of the Federal Furnace 
League, though some of them are also largely engaged 
in the manufacture of boilers; and the movement for 
increasing the furnace business is of the very highest 
importance to master sheet metal workers because any 
increase in high-grade furnace heating at the expense 
of direct heating is a sure increase in the business in 
which you are engaged. Then, too, while profits in 
many departments of your business are uncomfort- 
ably narrow, there is a good, legitimate margin for 
you in high-grade furnace installation. 

Your interests and ours in this matter are mutual, 
not antagonistic, and if the two organizations have 
not co-operated properly in the past, they should al- 
low nothing to prevent them from co-operating in the 
future. The Federal Furnace League has been in 
operation for one year only and it has had much work 
to do in getting its machinery into working order and 
in bringing its own members to an understanding and 
a realization of its mission. It has also had to con- 
sider, and examine a great many different plans and 
policies for accomplishing the purposes for which it 
was instituted, but I deny that it has failed to co-oper- 
ate with the National Association of Master Sheet 
Metal Workers and I ask that you will consider what 
I say in support of this denial as being prompted by 
my desire to show you that we have the utmost good- 
will for you and that we earnestly wish to work with 
you, and that I am not criticizing your organization 
nor finding fault with it in any way whatsoever. 

When it was decided to issue a warm-air furnace 
manual, I personally wrote to the head of your or- 
ganization asking for contributions and suggestions 
for the said manual from the members of your asso- 
ciation, and we received and used a number of sug- 
gestions in answer to this invitation. Doesn’t that look 
like co-operation ? 

When the proofs for the manual were ready we 
invited your organization to go over said proofs with 
us and to suggest any changes that might seem desira- 
ble to you. asn’t that co-operation? 

A committee of your organization, including your 
President, did read and examine the proofs with our 
Executive Committee in Chicago on August 20, .1908, 
and the book was printed as there read and revised 
except as to a few verbal changes which did not affect 
any statement or detail contained in the proofs. A 
member of your committee wrote the endorsement and 
approval of the manual on behalf of your association 
exactly as that statement of endorsement and approval 
is printed on the title page of said book and the said 
statement was approved in my presence by the other 
members of your committee. As soon as the manual 
was issued we furnished a large number df copies to 
your association for distribution, and we also mailed 
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a copy direct to every member of your association. 
Wasn't that co-operation? 

Many thousands of copies of the manual were also 
furnished in quantities by our members; as arranged 
by our Executive Committee, to your members for 
distribution to architects, builders and contractors, 

and also for the use of employes of your members. 
Wasn’t that co-operation? 

Although we paid the entire expense of issuing the 
manual, and were glad to do so, yet we placed the 
great bulk of the 60,000 copies issued into the hands 
of your members. And we have the strongest evi- 
dence in voluntary letters from your members that 
this co-operation on our part was appreciated by 
them. iC ‘7 

One of your prominent members, now present at 
this convention and who ranks as one of the most 
scientific, most practical and most thoroughly com- 
petent furnace dealers in the United States, called for 
50 copies of the manual, which he distributed to local 
architects, builders and to his own employes. 

When our first annual meeting was to be held last 
May at Atlantic City, I extended through the trade 
papers and through your president an invitation to 
your officers and members to attend the meeting and 
to take part in its proceedings. Wasn't that co-oper- 
ation? 

I also placed your president upon our program and 
requested that he read a paper on “Co-operation,” sug- 
gesting that he propose methods in the said paper for 
putting practical co-operation into effect. Wasn’t that 
co-operation on our part? 

The paper read by Mr. Seabrook at our Atlantic 
City meeting ‘was an able and interesting presenta- 
tion of the advantages of co-operation and it was re- 
ceived by our members with most extraordinary ap- 
proval and enthusiasm, but it contained no definite 
proposals for effectng practical co-operation between 
the two organizations. | 

It seems to me we have shown that on our part we 
are not only willing but anxious for co-operation with 
you in the good cause of increasing the use and im- 
proving the reputation of the warm-air furnace. We 
have done a great deal along co-operative lines in the 
short time in which our League has been at work. 
Now you are an older and naturally a better organized 
body than we are, and I desire to impress upon you 
the fact that it was even more incumbent upon you 
than upon us to propose means and methods for 
bringing co-operation into effect. At my suggestion 
your association called the first meeting of the furnace 
manufacturers and at that meeting the Federal Fur- 
nace League was organized. In power, in impor- 
tance, in influence, your organization is certainly the 
equal if not the superior of ours. Yet no proposal of 
any kind or nature looking toward co-operation ever 
came from you to us, notwithstanding which fact you 
complain, through the report of your committee, that 
we have not shown a proper spirit for co-operation 
with you. And this, notwithstanding the fact that 
every step that has been taken towards co-operation 
has been taken by us and not one step toward co-oper- 
ation, since our original meeting in New York, has 
originated with you. 

Your president was invited to attend our Atlantic 
City meeting and to be one of us and with us in the 
proceedings of the meeting; and he accepted the invi- 
tation much to our pleasure and profit. I am here at 
your meeting without an invitation, merely as a camp- 
follower. Which organization in this matter has 


shown the better spirit for co-operation? 

So great and so important is the warm-air furnace 
question to you and to us and so overwhelming are 
the benefits to accrue to the members of both organi- 
zations from united effort in the furnace cause, that 
future co-operation between these two organizations 
is absolutely inevitable. 


Whatever misunderstandings 
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or misapprehensions may temporarily afise, in  \. 
end these two associations will be found working 
gether, planning their ‘methods and uniting. their 
forts in one great, orderly, systematic campaign 
the advancement of their mutwal ‘interests. _ 

It is absolutely impossible for the Federal Fury 
League to accomplish anything for the benefit of 
members without at the same time benefiting the \\| 
ter Sheet Metal Workers even more than it does 
own members, because the profit on the installatio: 

a first-class furnace plant to the dealer is much grea 
than the profit on the furnace to the manufacturer 

One great work already accomplished by the F. | 
eral Furnace League has been the education of its 0\\) 
members, though we do not claim that that educati: 
is as yet complete. Our members have been seekiny 
during the past year as never before to promote hig!- 
grade furnace heating as against direct radiatin 
heating. And our reports show that in the dull year 
of 1908, with a marked decrease in total furnace busi- 
ness, tnany of our members have had large increases 
in their sales on furnaces above a 44-inch casing. 

This good work has been accomplished for you 
quite as much as for ourselves, so that we are bound 
to. co-operate with you and for you whenever we do 
anything for ourselves along these lines. 

As to the future, we wish to co-operate with you 
by placing an expert, practical furnace lecturer in the 
field. solely at our own expense. We desire you to 
arrange meetings of your locals before which this lec- 
turer can appear, and we suggest that you secure the 
attendance at these special meetings of as many archi- 
tects and building contractors as possible, though, of 
course, we would leave the details of these meetings to 
your local officers. 

This lecturer will be placed in the field very soon. 
If you realize the difficulty of making a proper selec- 
tion from the hundreds of applicants I am sure you 
will not blame us for taking somewhat over two 
months for finding the proper man. Is this not a 
proposal from us along the lines of genuine co-opera- 
tion with you? 

We are attempting also to raise a very considerable 
sum of money to be spent in a general publicity cam- 
paign of advertising to create a consumer’s demand 
for warm-air furnate heating, and it now looks as 
though this attempt would be successful as our lead- 
ing members are enthusiastically for it. If we raise 
this large advertising fund it will be a five years’ cam- 
paign and will be expended for the general .benefit of 
all the members of your organization and of our own. 
It is our present-desire to do this advertising in the 
joint interest and in the names of your association and 
of our own. Is this not a proposal for practical co- 
operation between you and us? 

We cannot do ourselves good without doing you 
good. On the other hand, we need your help and 
co-operation to place the warm-air furnace method of 
heating in the position which its merits entitle it to 
occupy—the best, the most healthful, the most prac- 
tical method of residence heating in existence. 

If a majority of the sheet metal workers who are 
engaged in the retail furnace business were enthusias- 
tic advocates and competent practitioners of high- 
grade furnace heating, our cause would be won, our 
victory achieved. 

We wish to co-operate with you and we ask you to 
co-operate with us to accomplish this result. Our 
business interests are so interwoven with and related 
to yours that it is folly to suppose that-we could pos- 
sibly regard you with anything but the utmost good 
will, or that we could be indifferent to your efforts 
in behalf of the furnace cause in which we are both 
so deeply interested. 

If your organization desires to get out a furnace 
manual we will gladly look it over, as you looked over 
the preserit manual, and will join you in standing 
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»sor for it, as you joined us in a similar office, if 
so desire. But, however it may be issued, we will 
-ome another good furnace manual. 
orgetting the past with its achievements nd its 
rtcomings, these two organizations should unite in 
aggressive, persistent rane for educating the 
furnace dealer, the owner and the architect and for 
uplifting and advancing the warm-air furnace system 
oi heating, by which alone is it practical to properly 
and healthfudly heat and ventilate the homes of the 
people.

OBITUARY. 





Thomas C. Belding. 


Thos. C. Belding, vice-president and general super- 
intendent of The Canton Art Metal Co., Canton, Ohiv. 
manufacturers of high-grade sheet metal products, anc 
one of the best known and most respected members o/ 
the trade, died at his home in Canton, on Sunday even- 
ing, August 15, after an illness of ten weeks. Mr. 
Belding was born at Sherrodsville, Ohio, in the year 
1851, and later moved with his parents to Waynes- 
burg, Ohio, where he spent much of his boyhood and 
received his education. At the age of 17 he began his 
apprenticeship of carriage woodworking, which pur- 
suit he followed for several years. Later he took up 
the work of patternmaking, which trade he learned, 
and afterwards worked for such firms as Russell & 
Co. of Massillon, Ohio, and the Morgan Engineering 
Co. of Alliance, Ohio. On January 1, 1887, he was 
appointed superintendent of the Canton Steel Roofing 
Co., which position he held until that firm was suc- 
ceeded by The Canton Art Metal Co. on April 1, 1906, 
when he was elected vice-president -and general super- 
intendent and held that position at the time of his death. 
When the Massillon Rolling Mill Co. was organized 
on March 13 of this year, Mr. Belding was made vice- 
president and was active in the designing and erecting 
of the galvanizing plant connected with same. He was 
a stockholder and director in these companies and took 
an active interest in their affairs. Mr. Belding’s name 
has been connected with the roofing and sheet metal 
business for 22 years, and he was known in his home 
city as an authority on many subjects pertaining to this 
business. He designed and patented many labor-saving 
machines to facilitate the handling of the products 
of the companies with which he was identified. Mr. 
Belding’s inventive genius aided greatly in the success 
attained by him in the manufacturing world. He was 
the first to conceive the idea of the steel hot-air regis- 
ter and especially with reference to the operating de- 
vices. He was also the inventor of what was known 
as the Belding Leather Fillet for pattern-makers, this 
being the first leather fillet put upon the market. It 
is now being made by all fillet manufacturers, most of 
whom are located in the vicinity of Canton, Ohio. 
“Quality and Efficiency” were Mr. Belding’s watch- 
words, and his attainments will ever remain a monu- 
ment to his labors. In disposition he was modest and 
unassuming; in character, upright and good. In the 
death of Thomas C. Belding the trade sustains’a great 
loss. A wife, three children and a brother survive 
him, Interment took place on the afternoon of Tues- 
day, August 17.

Trade 


HARDWARE. 

There was continued progress in the hardware trade 
last week and the general tone of the market was 
relatively firmer. While there were no large transac- 
tions to feature the trade, there was quite a satisfac- 
tory buying movement under way. There is also a bet- 
ter inquiry in the market, which is a distinct improve- 
ment in the trade, inasmuch as consumers have been 
buying for some time past only in response to actual 
needs. They have now more confidence in the future 
and are willing to make commitments for later deliv- 
ery. The general expansion in the iron and steel 
trades is naturally causing a heavier demand for hard- 
ware and tools of various descriptions which facilitate 
the output of steel products and in other manufac- 
tures. In the West there is a great deal of optimism 
as a result of the prospect of bountiful crops, and 
the demand for hardware along this line is improving. 
The demand in the local market for cut nails is rather 
quiet and the price remains steady. The demand for 
wire nails is quieter, but a fair business is being done. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2.00 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2.00 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: ~ Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents. 





TIN PLATE. 

Business contintes good in the tin plate market for 
this season of the year, manufacturers generally being 
very well pleased with present conditions, as far as 
the volume of orders is concerned. Owing to the large 
crops the canning interests have placed orders for tin 
plate freely. The American Sheet and Tin Plate Co. 
is steadily increasing its output, while the independ- 
ent plants are practically running full. 

Prices remain firm. For 100-lb. I. C. coke plates 
the price is $3.45, Pittsburgh, subject to.a rebate of 5 
cents per box on large orders.

The London market shows a gain for the 
week of 7s 6d on spot and 10s on futures.

PIG IRON. 

Very little change is noted in the pig iron market, 
as far as values go, though there has recently been 
some improvement in the demand, especially for deliv- 
ery after the first of the year. A good many inquiries 
are in the market for first quarter iron in 1910, but 
thus far only a moderate amount of business has been 
consummated, owing to the fact that the furnace men 
are unwilling to make contracts, except at a very 
‘material advance over the current quotations. The 
southern makers are particularly firm for 1910 deliv- 
ery, and few of the furnaces have yet opened their 
books. 

In the demand for spot and nearby iron there is a 
lull, though this is nothing more than might be ex- 
pected after the amount of buying reported during the 
past two weeks. The furnaces are well supplied with 
business, and another advance in prices is predicted. 
The production is now about normal, but the demand 
is said to exceed the supply to a very material degree. 
The output of anthracite and coke iron in July was 
2,101,579 tons, the largest month since October, 1907, 
when the output was 2,236,000 tons. This increase in 
production has been accompanied by so sharp a con- 
sumptive “demand, that stocks both at the furnaces 
and in consumers’ yards have been very materially 
reduced, 

In the South foundry iron is very firmly held, the 
minimum price for No. 2 soft being $13 ton, f. o. b. 
Birmingham, with large sales at that figure. Many 
of the furnaces are asking $13.50 ton, and some good 
sales are reported at that price, and even as high as 
$13.75 ton for iron of special analysis. Virginia iron 
is steady and unchanged, the current quotation for 
third-quarter iron being $14.25@14.50 ton for Roan- 
oke, with 25c additional being asked for the last quar- 
ter. For Pennsylvania iron the ruling quotation is 
$18@18.50 ton, New England delivery, for spot and 
nearby iron, with 25@soc ton more being asked for 
distant deliveries. Pittsburg quotes Bessemer iron at 
$16 ton, Valley, and basic iron at $15.25 ton, Valley.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Stronger feeling daily, growing interest in next year, 
and advanced prices are signs of the week in the pig iron 
trade. Good sales and earnest inquiry for next year have 
been more prominent than at any time heretofore. Many 
furnaces are either refusing to quote for next year or naming 
prices materially in advance of those for 1909, but so far 
have seen no retarding in the interest shown for 1910 
delivery. 

“Movement of all material is brisk and demands for ship- 
ments on existing orders are in the main good, buyers ap- 
parently realizing that it will take but a very short time for 
things to continue as they are now to afflict us with the same 
transportation troubles we have experienced in the past. In 
spite of all the new equipment recently bought, there will 
probably be a serious car shortage later on. There has been 
a sharp decrease in the idle cars during the last two weeks, 
amounting in all to some thirty-seven thousand cars. The 
idle cars on all railroads now number only 207,173. Of the 
37,000° decrease 12,575 were box and 17,189 coal and gondola 
cars. The report shows the reduction is general throughout 
the country. It is said that if such reductions continue there 
will be a severe shortage before October. 

“The week has seen advances in several of the Northern 
irons with further upward move expected before long. All 
kinds of iron in excellent demand, furnace stocks decreasing 
and consumption increasing make a satisfactory week. 

“Coke is responding to the influence in good shape, de- 
mands for shipments are large and some operations are hav- 
ing difficulty in getting out the material which they should. 
Labor is scarce in most of the fields and the summer lethargy 
has added to the coke makers’ troubles. It would be of in- 
terest if every buyer would take pains to order in now, or 
in the near future, as much in the way of raw material as 
he could possibly accommodate, as there will be, undoubtedly, 
very serious transportation troubles before long which will 
tax the producers and railroads to the utmost and seriously 
inconvenience the consumer.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 


rt: 

“This week has very decidedly increased the better feel- 
ing in the iron trade. The actual business that is being done 
is on broad and general lines. Some time back the improve- 
ment in the business was mainly because of the general hope 
and the prevalent optimism concerning the future. Hope 
and optimism are very fine, but they are not the real thing, 
and it is the real thing now that is in evidence. It is actual 
business today that is in evidence. Consumers are busy, and 
their prospects for being much busier are excellent. There 
are many concerns running so full that they are having dif- 
ficulty in taking care of their orders. There is even com- 
plaint that orders are not being filled on time. 

“Pig iron is exceedingly active. Sales have been heavy 
and inquiries continue to pour in so that the end of the pres- 
ent buying movement is not by any means in sight. The 
present business is mainly in Northern iron. Southern iron 
was sold at large volume last month and there is today but 
little of it to be obtained as the largest producers are sold 
up and absolutely out of the market. As far as we can 
make out about half of the Northern iron which has been 
sold recently is for delivery over the first half of 1910, and 
the furnaces have asked a premium of from 50c to $1.00 
over current prices for delivery this far ahead. This pre- 
mium has been obtained without the slightest difficulty. 

“The coke situation as far as demand is concerned has 
improved with the iron situation, but there is great trouble 
in some of the coke fields owing to a shortage of labor, and 
also owing to inability of the railroads to supply rolling 
stock. The general impression is that coke prices will shortly 
be higher.”
